M. J. Bedard, Inspector from 
tlie Office of the Insurance and 
Fire Commissioner, Edmonton, and 
David W. Pattie, resident inspect¬ 
or of the Calgary office, 
present and conducted the meet¬ 
ing. Their trip to Vulcan, at the 
instance of the Provincial Fire 
Commissioner, was to inspect the 
equipment of the local fire depart¬ 
ment and offer helpful advice. 

Due to the shortage of time, no 
fire alarm was sounded, but they 
will return in the near future 
and, without previous notice, call 
the fire department to extinguish 
a blaze. Fire Chief Jim Shortt as¬ 
sured the inspectors that his de¬ 
partment will be glad to 
them just how efficient the Vulcan 
brigade is.

Although prairie farmers had hoped that the 
initial payment under the new wheat agreement would 
be $1.54 they were more or less warned that the price 
would be less. Those who look on the bright side 
keep in mind that $1.40 is not necessarily all the far¬ 
mer i3 going to get. There is the possibility that there 
may be participation certificates. But the drop from 
the current $1.75 will not be apt to result in increased 
acreage. The cost of machinery, gas, labor and freight 
rates^ have been mounting to a degree which has 
brought strong protest from the West, and a cut of 
35 cents a bushel reduces very definitely the profit on 
production. 

Farmers have been warned repeatedly to keep 
wheat acreage below that of last year, and the fact 
that oats and barley are continuing at the 1949-50 
prices of 65 cts. and 93 cent3 respectively may turn 
greater acreage to these coarse grains. 

Those who have been watching world wheat de¬ 
velopments and Canada’s tie-up with United States 
wheat production are accepting the reduced price as 
something to have been expected. It has been rumor¬ 
ed that unless Britain and the other European na¬ 
tions can buy at minimum price from North Amer¬ 
ica they will go to Russia for purchases. It has been 
recalled that it was wheat from Russia that broke 
prices round 1929, piling up a surplus in Canada and 
U.S. At present United States has a huge surplus of 
wheat and the suggestion has been made that instead 
of giving European Recovery aid in the form of dol¬ 
lars, it might be a good plan to get rid of some of 
that American wheat surplus. This would cut down 
Britain’s buying power for Canadian wheat. 

United States however, is said to be cutting down 
wheat acreage this year voluntarily and substantially, 
so Canada is advised to follow suit. Opinion is that 
the large wheat farmer can still do fairly well on 
$1.40 initial payment, but the man on small acreage 
is going to feel the cut most. The wheat industry has 
come up quite a distance from the initial payment of 
70 cts. which prevailed in 1939 to 1942. But expenses 
have probably doubled in the same period.

The Christians 
at Troas met for the communion service, or breaking of bread, 
and preaching on the first day of the week according to Luke 
in Acts 20:7. By the definite article “the’' he indicates it was 
a weekly custom. And in I Cor. 16:1-2 we find instruct¬ 
ions for the churches of Asia Minor to lay aside their Christ¬ 
ian offerings upon the sair.e day. 

Among the early men who lived during the lifetime of 
the apostles and shortly afterwards was Justin who wrote the 
following statement to Emperor Titus Aellus Adrianas Anton- 
lus Plus Augustus Caesar within about '10 years after John the 
apostle died. Sunday is the (Iny on which wc hold our common 
assembly, because* it is the first Jay on which God, having 
wrought a change in the daikness and matter, made the 
world; and Jesus Christ our Savior on the same day rose from 
the dead For He was crucified on the day before that of Sat¬ 
urn (Saturday): and.on the day after Saturn, which is the 
day of the Sun, having appeared to His apostles and disciples. 
He taught them these things."
